He was about to give up, but 
exercising all his power calling upon 
God, in his heart, to deliver him, he 
saw a pillar of light exactly above his 
head, exceeding the brightness of the 
sun. When this light rested upon 
him, he was delivered from the power 
of this unseen enemy, and he saw two 
glorious personages, whose brightness 
and glory it is impossible to descri 
above him in the air; one 
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themspoketo him, calling him by name, 
and pointing to the other, said: TRHIS Is 
Mx BELOVED Sox, HEAR HIM. Joseph 
asked which one of all the sects was 
right, and which he should join, and 
was answered that he should join 
none of them, for they were all wrong. 
This personage said: They draw near 
to me with their lips, but their hearts 
are far from me ; they teach for doctrine 
the commandments of man, having a 
form of godliness, but they deny the 
power thereof; and also gave him 
some other important imformation. 

Some days after this remarkable 
vision, he happened to be in company 
with one of the Methodist preachers, 
and told him the vision he had seen. 
The preacher became very angry, told 
Joseph it was all of the devil, that 
there were no such things as visions 
or revelations in these days; that 
such things had ceased with the Apos- 
tles. Joseph soon found that telling 
the vision excited a great deal of pre- 
judice against him amongst professors 
of religion, and was the cause of much 
persecution. Thus commenced the 
persecutions of the Latter-day Saints, 
called “Mormons.” The men who 
taught “for doctrine the command- 
ments of man” commenced lying 
about and misrepresenting an obscure 
boy, because he truthfully said he 
had seen a vision, and he knew it. 
He also had learned that the testi- 
mony of the Apostle James was true: 
* Tf any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God. that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not, and it 
shall be given him.”

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


A Times Vienna telegram stated that a large fire broke eut a few days ago in the 
immense aggregation of buildings forming the monastery of Mount Athos. Several of 
the conventual houses, four churches, and two granaries were destroyed, and about a 
dozen monks lost their lives. 


TOPOLA (Servia), Aug. 18th.—After a oni of the Servian Progressist party here a 
dinner was given at which the committee of the party were present. After partaking of 
the meal all the members were taken ill with symptoms of arsenic poisoning, which is 
suspected to have been intentional, and is attributed to political motives. 

A new method for ventilating railway carriages and preventing dust from entering 
with the air has lately appeared in France. The more quickly the train moves the more 
rapidly the apparatus works. The air is made to traverse a receptacle containing water, 
which cools it and relieves it of dust, after which it goes through another filtering before 
entering the carriage. 

An extraordinary clock has just been completed in Ryshew (Charkow). The clock 
which is composed of solid silver, weighs over 600 Ibs. It is in memory of the narrow 
escape of the Imperial family in the railway accident at Borki. It has been placed on 
the Uspenski Cathedral in Charkow, and upon October 17th of each year (the anniver- 
sary of the accident) the Czar clock, by a peal of bells, will recall the memory of the 
inhabitants the miraculous escape of their Emperor.—Znglish Mechanic. 

Paris, Aug. 20th.— Violent storms occurred at many points throughout the country 
on Monday. A terrible cyclone passed over the town of Dreux, Eure et Loir, 500 houses 
being more or less damaged, while about twenty were entirely destroyed. The damages 
are estimated at a million francs. A panic occurred among the inhabitants, who feared 
an earthquake, and in the confusion many were slightly injured. About twenty houses 
were destroyed at Brisard, near Dreux. Mamy inhabitants camped out. 

WILKESBABRE, Pa., Aug. 19.—A terrible cyclone swept through this city late yester- 
day afternoon, causing a large number of deaths and enormous destruction of props 
erty. There was heavy rain during the afternoon, which stopped at five o’clock. A 
remarkable stillness succeeded, there not being a breath of air stirring, while heavy dark- 
ness settled over the city. Suddenly the threatened storm started up and gradually in- 
creased in power, finishing with cyclonic force, sweeping a path about a quarter of a mile 
wide, from one side of the city to the other. Many houses were levelled to the ground, 
others were unroofed and partly demolished. Several railway locomotives were blown 
over on their side, while telegraph poles and shade trees were thrown down like straws. 
Over 20 persons were killed and more than 100 injured by the falling debris. Two hun- 
dred houses were either destroyed or badly damaged. Thirty horses were killed in the 
streets. The damage caused is estimated at several hundred thousand dollars. Two 
upper storeys of Brown’s block, built of brick, and considered one of the finest buildings 
in the city, was blown off, and Hazard’s wire rope works thrown down, killing one person 
and injuring thirteen others. At one private residence four persons were killed, and at 
another two. All the electric lights in the city were extinguished. The police and fire- 
men leading a host of volunteers are now at work rescuing the wounded. The hospitals 
and many private residences are filled with the injured. Later: The damage caused by 
the cyclone at Wilkesbarre, yesterday, is estimated at about one million dollars. It is 
thought at least forty persons were killed, while the injured numbers over a hundred, 
The village of Summerville is destroyed. Other hamlets in the Wyoming Valley suffered 
severely.

THE STRIKE AT MARRIAGE.

Tue very air of civilization is permeated these days with subtle influences 
ever on the alert to strike a blow at those God given principles which 
tend to ameliorate the temporal and spiritual condition of mankind. They 
are at work through the atheist, agnostic, infidel, scientist, and professed 
religious teachers, and of all we deem those through the latter the most 
dangerous, for they are calculated to lead many of the unthinking ~ 
astray. This fact cannot impress itself too strongly upon the people— 
that they must think for themselves—and that they must obtain a 
knowledge of the truth for themselves. Upon questions of vital import- 
ance to the human race the world is at sea—tossed here and there by 
_ priestcraft and the sceptical theories of men. With it all, there is no 
more dangerous influence to society abroad than that which is against 
marriage. It strikes at the foundation of the home, at the peace, stability 
and the perpetuity of the nation. Destroy the purity of the marriage 
relation, and do away with marriage, and with the one blow the founda- 
tion of what is best in human life is uprooted. In other words, to destroy 
marriage means to destroy Christianity in its broadest and purest sense. 
Break up the home, and the worst elements in human character have full 
sway. Preserve the home, in the strength of a family tie founded upon 
& pure and well bound marriage, and you have an immature, but happy 
State. With all the attacks of infidels, there can be no attack upon the 
pure Christian religion more dangerous than that made upon marriage. 
Viewed in this light, the writings of Count Tolstoi in regard to marriage 
should receive the condemnation of every thinking believer in the teach- 
ings and mission of the Redeemer. 

The Count is a man of remarkable and peculiar genius. He has written 
a number of works which have attracted wide attention, and his style is 
so simple and direct, that many are apt to be carried away with it. His 
attack upon marriage was made through an interesting narration in the 
form of a novel. The views in the novel called forth such comment, that 
the Count further explained them in a contribution upon “ a. 
Morality and Christianity,” in the Universal Review. | 
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That there is much to complain about in the present onic of the | 
civilized world, so far as the marriage relation is concerned, there can be 
no question. That great immorality exists among the sexes, and that 
_one law of morality governs men, and another women, no intelligent per- 
son will deny, for when a woman commits fornication or adultery she 
becomes an outcast, but men who are guilty of those crimes, constantly 
mingle in society. That for these reasons there is a lack of confidence, 
and consequently an unrest in many homes, there is no doubt. That lust, 
one of the grievous sins of the age, is leaving its dreadful marks upon 
many human beings, must be apparent to all who observe and think. 
Because these things are true, and marriage has frequently been per- 
verted, many homes made unhappy, and corruption abounds, it does not 
follow that marriage itself is wrong, and that there is no Christian mar- 
riage. Because some men, corrupt 1 in their natures, jealous in their dis- 
positions, prone to judge their wives from their own evil standpoints, 
make themselves and their families unhappy in the marriage relation, it 
is foolish to denounce what nature and revelation teach to be right. The 
hero of the novel referred to, accustomed to view women as objects for 
the gratification of his passions, and being unvirtuous himself before mar- 
riage, after marriage works himself into a fever of jealousy and hate by 
reason of the teachings of his own past conduct, and then foolishly gives 
the blame to marriage. The root of the unhappiness of hundreds of such 
characters is their immoral lives. Were marriage respected by them as a 
holy covenant, and were their lives pure before and in that relation, we 
would not hear so much about the failure of marriage. Let Tolstoi, in- 
stead of denouncing marriage, use his influence to brand men who are 
guilty of fornication and adultery with the shame and disgrace that rests 
upon women when they are guilty of those crimes, and thereby check the 
growth of the evils that are destroying society. 

It is a direct impeachment of the wisdom of the Creator to say that the 
proper union of man and woman is a sin. Why did God make man and 
woman, were it not that they might carry out the first great command- 
ment“ multiply and replenish the earth?” But Tolstoi says: A Chris- 
tian’s ideal is not marriage, but love for God and for his neighbor. Con- 
sequently, in the eyes of a Christian, sexual relations in marriage not 
only do not constitute a lawful right and happy state, as our society and 
our Churches maintain, but, on the contrary, are always a fall, a weak- 
ness, a sin. Such a thing as Christian marriage never was and never 
could be.” These are strong assertions if Christian marriage“ is to be 
interpreted to mean such a marriage as Christ would sanction. They are 
assertions that are contrary to the genius of the teachings of the sacred 
Scriptures, and they do not harmonize with reason. They display a woe- 
ful ignorance of the mission of man upon this earth, as also of the grand 
plan of his redemption. They are startling in their character and dan- 
gerous in their influence. ’ 

But Tolstoi is only proclaiming thoughts that have been burning their 
way into the minds of thousands of people. The social evil in its growth 
has gradually sown seeds of distrust in the marriage relation, and now 
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believers in the Bible and lovers of morality are attacked in a manner 
that will shake all their institutions, not founded on the rock of revela- 
tion, from centre to circumference. Indeed, this attack is so subtle, that 
we question if many religious thinkers in the so-called Christian world 
sense its danger. What would the civilized world be without respect for mar- 
riage? How long could the nations, and the institutions for which men 
profess so much, endure, were a decree sent forth and enforced forbidding 
marriage? The history of the past teaches us that nations have been at 
the height of their glory when marriage has been held the most sacred 
and people have been the most virtuous. In fact, the laws of God and 
the laws of nature and experience all teach the necessity for marriage. 
Among the evils denounced by the Apostle Paul was “forbidding to 
Marry,” and the same apostle taught—“ Neither is the man without the 
woman, neither the woman without the man in the Lord.“ The old Bible 
is replete in evidences of God’s approval of marriage, and Jesus teaches 
that He did not come “to destroy the law or the prophets.” Marriage is 
properly a religious institution. In the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints it is the union of man and woman for time and eternity. It is 
a relation that is esteemed to be sacred, as it is sanctioned by the teach- 
ings of heaven. The votaries of the Everlasting Gospel in this age know, 
as Paul knew, that “the man is not without the woman in the Lord.” 
They know, too, that marriage after the order of the law of God enables 
men and women to fill their highest and noblest destiny, and that God’s 
blessing rests upon those who live pure lives in the marriage relation, 
while the finger of His displeasure will show itself against all who forbid 
to marry. J. E. C. 


A DELUSION INDEED! 


THE following appeared in the Liverpool Post, on Thursday morning 
August 21st :— 
Upon the occasion of laying the corner-stone of the Utah University of 
the Methodist Episcopal — which took place a few days since at 
Ogden, in that State, a telegram was received from Mr. Gladstone, in the 
followihe terms :—“I heartily desire success to your noble p e of 
helping to rescue fellow-creatures and fellow-countrymen from a deplorable 
delusion.” The landed and money endowments of the new university are 
already large, and the series of buildings, costing upwards of £50,000, will 
be — fe rapidly to completion. The faculties are to be the best obtain- | 
able in the States and Europe. 

It is singular that any scheme, whatever its nature may be, that has for 
its main purpose a blow at what is termed “ Mormonism” receives world 
wide sanction. Even great men are unwittingly led into giving their 
support. 

So far as the Utah University of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Ogden is concerned, we have no objections-to the people of the world con- 
tributing generously of their means toward it. The Methodists have as 
much right to establish a University in Ogden, Utah, as anywhere else in 
the United States or in the old world. But if the “move is to rescue 
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fellow-creatures and fellow-countrymen from a deplorable delusion,” we 
would suggest to all who contemplate rendering it support, the advisa- 
bility of finding out whether its purpose is a wise one, and whether its 
location has been well considered. It certainly has a poor field in the 
midst of the “Mormons,” for they are a people who have been converted 
to the principles of religion and morality sustained by the Holy Scrip- 
tures. The “ Mormons” are the ones referred to as being deluded, but 
really, if there is any delusion, it is on the part of those who are imposed 
upon by professional beggars who work on their sympathies by the cries 
of ignorance and delusion against a people of whom those being deluded 
are ignorant. It is clear to us that the words of Gladstone are given pub- 
licity for the express purpose of preparing the way for the raising of 
funds for the University mentioned. Individuals will be led to contri- 
bute, thinking that they are doing something for a deluded people, and 
they will therefore be imposed upon. 

Considering the age and the size of the communities, educational facili- 
ties among the “ Mormons” compare favorably with any in the civilized 
world. They are supported, too, by the people interested, and not by 
people abroad who are imposed upon. As for religious knowledge, there 
are many youths—children of the Mormons’—who can by their ques- 
tions and their knowledge of principles of the Everlasting Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, put to the blush the most learned professor that is apt 
to be engaged in the Utah Methodist University. The idea of individuals 
possessing a smattering of a knowledg@of salvation principles, rescuing 
“from a delusion” those who possess a knowledge of the truth as revealed 
and taught by inspiration, is simply absurd. What has the Methodist 
teacher to offer a “ Mormon,” that he can prove from reason or the Bible 
to be true, that the “Mormon” has not. It is an easy matter to calla 
people deplorably deluded, but it is a difficult thing for even a man of 
Hon. William Ewart Gladstone’s ability to prove them to be. 

But why should the “Mormons” be rescued from a “deplorable delu- 
sion?” If “delusion” why “deplorable?” Has it not led thousands of 
people to a higher and better temporal life? Are not many enjoying 
happy, virtuous homes of their own, because of it? Do not their children 
have a much better opportunity to get along in the world than they could 
have had in the crowded lands where their parents gathered from? In 
fact are not the temporal, social, moral and spiritual conditions of the 
“Mormon” people in the Rocky Mountains above the average of such 
conditions elsewhere in the world? Every intelligent person who knows 
anything of the peaceful and prosperous settlements of the “ Mormons ” 
can testify that the so-called “delusion” has been a happy one for thousands 
of people. But let the university scheme progress. It will stand as an evid- 
ence of who were under the influence of a delusion, for it will prove to 
be another monument of the folly of men where their wisdom is used against 
the “marvellous work which God has commenced in this age.

Beloved Brother, — Having been re- 
leased from my labors in the British 
Mission, and as I expect to be ex- 
tremely busy after my arrival home, 
I take this opportunity of rendering 
— account of my labors in these 
ands. I received my missionary call, 
which was delayed, on Nov. 21, 1888, 
I started from my home on Dec. 3rd, 
and spent two in the Manti 
Temple, and from there went to Salt 
Salt City, where I was set apart. In 


company with Eider John Morgan 
I arrived in Liverpool on January 1, 
1889. I was appointed to labor in 
the 22 Conference under Presi- 
dent T. D. Brown. I was in the 
Blackburn district alone until April, 
19th, and was then appointed to the 
Wigan district, where | have labored 
ever since. Until Aug. 12th I was 
alone, during which time I delivered 
many tracts, disposed of some books, 
and aptized a few people. For the 
last twelve months I have pressed for- 
ward with increased ability, renewed 
courage and extended satisfaction. 
With my companions I have labored 
unitedly, tracting, systematically, ten 
towns and villages. The last year we 
have had a vice hall, where the Saints 
met three times a week. We have 
kept a good standing advertisement 
in the widest circulated paper in 
Wigan, and as a result of this and our 
tracting, many strangers have listened 
to the word of life and salvation. 
We have found a few who received 
the Gospel. Some of them remain 
firm, while others cease to fight the 
good fight of faith. Since I have had 
a companion we have held about forty 
out-door meetings in the marke 
streets, and by-ways. I am thankful 
to my Father in heaven for the 
strength he has given me which has 
enabled me to attend to my duty. I 
have had my faith materially 
strengthened by engaging in this 
missionary work. I realize that many 
people hear the word in the streets 
that perhaps never would get it an

I have baptized 35 persons, from 
ten to seventy years of age, twelve of 
them have n new baptisms, 
some others are people that have been 
out of the Church for years.

12 Books of Mormon ; 4 Doctrine and 
Covenants ; 4 of Orson Pratt’s works ; 
1 Spencer’s Letters ; 3 Keys to Theo- 
logy ; 2 Pearl of Great Price ; 38 Voice 
of Warnings ; 33 hymn books; 3 
Catechisms ; 1 hand book of I. B. S. 
history and some pamphlets. 

I have taken untold pleasure in 
attending to the missionary labors as- 
signed to me, and I am sincerely 
thankful to my heavenly Father for the 
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experience, knowledge, and ability 


given to me. A missionary’s life in 
the field is not inlaid with roses, yet 
I would not part with the wisdom 
and knowledge received and the bless- 
ings obtained in the missionary field. 
I hope to return home, and in humil- 
ity prove myself valiant in von 
to build up the kingdom of our 

in the land of Zion. 

I take much satisfaction in kindl 
thanking the Saints and all friends 
for their extended kindness to me 
while laboring in the ministry.

Geneva, Wednesday, Aug. 20th.— 
La Vallee Joux, in the Canton Vaud, 
was devastated by a terrible cyclone 
last night. Fifty houses were des- 
troyed, and whole forests of fir trees 
beaten to the ground. No loss of 
life is reported, but a large number of 
persons were injured. The storm 
only lasted three minutes. A des- 
tructive hailstorm visited the Grand- 
son County, also in the Canton Vaud. 
The — * in many places were beaten 
flat, and grass was beaten in in all 
directions. Much damage was also 
caused in the town of Romainmotier, 
and the telegraph between Vallorbes 
and Brassers is down. 


NEw York, Wednesday night, Aug. 
20th.—A cyclone swept the Wyoming 
Valley, in Pennsylvania, yesterday 
laying waste Wilkesbarre city o 
30,000 inhabitants, and demolishing 
200 buildings, unroofing the churches, 
the public buildings, and killing, ac- 
— to present reports, forty peo- 
ple. The loss is roughly estimated at 
$1,000,000. All along the Susque- 


nna River, on which Wilkesbarre 
stands, are marks of the mercilesss 
passage of the storm through the little 
villages. Scranton, Reading, and 


other cities were touched by the skirt 
of the cyclone, which reached even 
as far south as Maryland, where it 
took the form of a deluge of rain and 
high winds. Floods are reported all 
along the Jersey coast. At New 
York there were heavy storms of 
wind and lightning. | 
The railway accident on the old 
colony line has turned out to be one 
of the most deplorable accidents re- 
corded in the Eastern States since 
the Roslindale disaster of 1887. As 
a fast express for Boston was nearing 
Quincy, Massachusetts, the engine 
left the track, but the smoking and 
drawing-room carriage kept the rails, 
and shot ahead of the engine, which 
lunged back, on the track into the 
ront of and under the fourth car- 
riage. The train was crowded with 
people, and the passengers who were 
not killed in the fourth carriage were 
pinned beneath the debris, where
